Procedural History 

To assist the Commissioner in understanding the procedural history, a copy of 
Office's PTA History for this case as obtained from the Office's Patent Application 
Information Retrieval (PAIR) system is attached. 

Applicants filed an Amendment on July 6, 2005, the Remarks section including a 
request for acknowledgement of the Information Disclosure Statement filed August 2001 . In 
response to the Amendment, Applicants received a Notice of Allowance mailed September 
16, 2005, but the Notice of Allowance did not include acknowledgement of the Information 
Disclosure Statement. Therefore, Applicants filed a formal Request for Acknowledgment on 
December 1, 2005, along with payment of the Issue Fee. A copy of this Request is attached. 

The Patent Term Adjustment History for the present case indicates that Applicants 
were charged a 43-day delay for an Information Disclosure Statement submitted on December 
1, 2005. Applicants respectfully submit this is Office error. No Information Disclosure 
Statement was filed on December 1, 2005; in fact, Applicants' filed a Request for 
Acknowledgment of an Information Disclosure Statement. The Office is directed to the 
electronic file wrapper, which evidences that the December 1, 2005 filing entitled 
"Information Disclosure Statement" is indeed a Request for Acknowledgment. The imaged 
Request for Acknowledgement includes the Office's date-stamped receipt. 

Applicants further submit that the December 1, 2005 filing cannot be considered a 
failure to engage in reasonable efforts to advance prosecution. Applicants initially requested 
acknowledgment of the Information Disclosure Statement in the Amendment filed on July 6, 
2005, prior to the Notice of Allowance.
